Yugoslavia’s Plight 

Only a week ago Sofia was the centre of 
interest in the Balkan peninsula. Now 
its very existence almost has been 
forgotten, and public attention has become 
focussed on Belgrade. This sudden change 
of scene is part and parcel of the technique 
of the Nervenkrieg. No nation is allowed 
to remain for long in undisturbed peaco. 
First it was Rumania; then came 
Bulgaria’s turn; now, apparently, Yugo- 
slavia has been placed on the rack. Ever 
since the war began Yugoslavia’s position 
has been precarious. She was one of the 
members of the Little Entente, which was 
formed by Czechoslovakia, Rumania and 
Yugoslavia, under the wgis of France, in 
order primarily to counteract the 
revisionist policy of Hungary, and. 
incidentally, of Bulgaria. When France 
collapsed the whole bottom fell out of the 
Little Entente. Czechoslovakia already 
had been sacrificed at Munich. Poland 
had been wiped off the map by Field- 
Marshal Liszt’s Panzerdivisionen; and 
Yugoslavia suddenly found herself isolated 
in the Balkans, with a growing economic 
dependence on Germany. There can be no 
question of the sympathies of the Yugo- 
slavs. Although the Serbs, Croats, and 
Slovenes may ‘have their domestic differ- 
ences, they are united in their traditional 
hatred of the Germans and the Italians; 
but they realise keenly that, with the ex 
ception of the Greeks, and possibly of 
the Turks, they have no friends in South- 
Eastern Europe. In these circumstances, 
Prince Paul, the Regent, is in an exceed- 
ingly awkward position.

Sidelight on Evacuation 


A colleague calls my attention to an 
interesting point in connection with the 
Government's evacuation scheme.

The plight of Yugoslavia must be traced 
back to the same fundamental cause as the

By passing a $245,228,500 (£61,307,000) 
authorisation for naval public works, the 
United States Senate yesterday gave its ap- 
proval to the establishment of air bases on 
sites acquired from Britain. This action 
has the effect of Congressional ratification of 
the ‘‘ destroyer for bases deal. 

The authorisation also includes the de- 
velopment of facilities on the Pacific Islands 
of Guam and Samoa, in the Alaskan area, 
and at various other Pacific sites, as well as 
in the Panama Canal zone, the Caribbean 
Sea and on the United States Continent. 
The Senate Naval Committee reported that 
a total of $58,250,000 (£14,560,000) repre- 
sented the amount necessary to complete the 
establishment of bases on the sites acquired 
from Britain. 

The Senate later unanimously approved a 
resolution affirming the principle that the 
United States Government should not 
recognise the transfer of any region in the 
Western Hemisphere from one non-Amorican 
Power to another, It provided that, if such 
a transfer appears likely, '“the United States 
shall, in addition to other measures, imme- 
diately consult other American Republics to

In further evidence, reference was made to 
loans of £100 by a lady in Cove; £100 by a 
Mrs. Fitzgerald; £100 owed to James Daly; 
£100 lent by David Leahy, and £500 lent by 
Patrick O’Rourke. Part of some of these 
loans had been repaid, said witness. Among 
other sums due, Mrs, Margaret O’Connor 
had obtained a High Court judgment against 
him for £300. Dr. Blake said that he had 
originally got £500 from her, and paid her 
husband £150, and a further £100 later.

THREE-POINT 
ATTACK ON MALTA 


| SEAPLANE BASE 
MACHINE-GUNNED

At noon to-day three enemy formations 
attacked Malta from different sides, The 
bombers did not release their bombs, but 
Messerschmitts attacked and machine-gunned 
a seaplane base, according to an official 
communiqué, which states :— 

On Sunday evening a Junkers 88 approached 
Malta and was engaged 
defences. One of our fighters chased it sea- 
wards, damaging the raider in a short engage- 
ment. No bombs were dropped. On Monday 
morning two alarms were sounded, the enemy 
approaching presumably on reconnaissance. 
There was nothing to report. At midday 
three enemy formations attacked Malta from 
different sides. A formation of bombers came 
over the south coast, but did not release its 
bombs. Simultaneously several Messer- 
schmitts 110 attacked and machine-gunned 
one of our seaplane bases. The ground de- 
fences were engaged. 

Later in the afternoon the enemy came 
off the coast and was turned away without 
attacking. 

In nine months of warfare there have been 
over 400 raids on Malta.

G ERMAN raiding aircraft to-day 
once more directed their atten- 
‘tion chiefly to the South-East coast. 


| Some buildings were damaged in the 


course of the raids, but only a few 
persons were injured. 

The. Royal Air Force made three 
daylight attacks on points in o¢cupied 
France, and at night a heavy attack 
was launched upon Boulogne. 


An alert sounded in the London area 
to- night was of brief duration, and no inci- 
dents were repo i ; 

A second alert also was a brief one. 

A constant stream of raiding 'planes, flying 
over the Thames sair, was engaged by 
night fighters, and by a heavy barrage. . 
After aircraft. had. been. heard flying in a 
westerly direction over North-East England, 
raiders were reported from Liverpool and 
another north-west town. 
For the second successive night the Ger- 
mans’ main target was a South Coast town, 
and the attack was fairly heavy. East 
Anglia and the East Coast also were visited, 
but in these areas few bombs were dropped. 
The British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security stated :— a 

During daylight . enemy activity has 
been mainly over the Channel and South- 
Eastern England. 1 
Early this morning an enemy aircraft 
dropped bombs on a town near the South 
Coast. Some houses were damaged, but no 
one was seriously injured. 
Bombs were dropped elsewhere during 
the day, but they did little damage, and no 
casualties have been reported. 


BOMBS ON COAST TOWNS 


The four Messerschmitt fighter-bombers 
that made a dive attack on a South-East 
Coast’ town late this afternoon, the 
swooped out of the haze over the sea, eac 
dropping a single bomb. Two bombs caused 
slight damage to a roadway. There were no 
casualties. The raiders climbed back into 
clouds over the sea amid a hail of anti-air- 
craft fire. . 
This evening a formation of twelve yellow. 
nosed Messerschmitt 109’s, which had crossed 
the coast at a great height and flown in a 
wide arc over the countryside, swept back 
across the cliffs on the South-East Coast. 
The raiders, which had apparently been 
turned back by a fighter patrol over the 
mainland sped seawards at an altitude of 
about 5,000 feet. Anti-aircraft guns opened 
fire as they passed out to sea. o of the 
Messerschmitts suddenly swung back towards 
one coast town, and as they dived steeply 
out of ms go behind a headland in the clifis 

tracer bullets. Anti-aircraft guns 
put i a heavy barrage, and both raiders 
turned and vanished into the mist which 
shrouded the sea. 


RESCUED FROM WRECKED 
RESTAURANT 


Mrs. Diana Walwyn, wife of Fulke 
Walwyn, the rider and trainer, who won the 
Grand National on Reynoldstown in 1936, 
was among those carried out from the 
wreckage of a London restaurant by Sean 
Magee, the steeplechase jockey. Magee, who 
was riding at Nottingham Races yesterday, 
said: “I was dancing when the bomb fell. 
About fifty couples were on the floor. Most 
of the dancers were killed or badly injured. 
Mrs. Walwyn and her brother, Mr. Sandy 
Clarke, were slightly injured. 


GERMAN REPORT

To-day’s German High Command com-

South of Plymouth a large merchant 
ship was bombed.

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OBITUARY 


MR. JOHN H. KELLY, K. O. 


We eet to announce that Mr. John Hall 
Kelly, K. C., Canadian High Commissioner to 
Eire, died yesterday morning, after an opera- 
tion, in a nursing home in Dublin. 

Mr. Kelly, who was Canada’s first High 
Commissioner to Eire, took up his appoint- 
ment in Dublin just a year ago, on March 
8th, 1940. He was born in St. Godfrey, 
Quebec, of Irish stock, on December 1, 1879, 
and was educated at the University College 
of St. Joseph, Westmoreland, and at Laval 
University. [nhis youth he was a newspaper- 
man for a short time, and later he became 
a lawyer {spending —_ 8 at the 
Bar) and a politician. r. Kelly was an 
authority on the. Canadian AS, Laws. 
He was called to the Inner Bar in 1914. 

As a politician he spent a number of years 
in the Ra ‘Assembly of Quebec, and 
subsequently was appointed to the Upper 

of the Province—the Legislative 
He was still a member of the 
Council when he received his appointment to 
Dublin, From 1915 to 1936 Mr. Kelly was 
Minister without portfolio in the Guedes 
Government. He. was the author of two 
ks of economic interest—‘‘The Position 
of the Seller in the Province of Quebec,” 
and “ The Future of the Canadian Salmon 
Rivers.” Mr. Kelly was associated with 
mining developmenets in Canada, and was 
at one time president of several mining 
He married Miss Marie Adele 
Dionne in February, 1904; she died in 1917. 
In May, 1928, he married Miss Eleanor 
Louise Parmelee, daughter of Dr. G. W. 
Parmelee, former Director of Protestant 
Education in Quebec. Mrs. Kelly and her 
daughter, Miss Kathleen Kelly, accompanied 
Mr. Kelly to Ireland last year, and they 
made their [rish home at Ayesha Castle, 
Killiney, County Dublin. They were frequent 
visitors to Irish race meetings during the 
ast year. The 88 ok Mr. Kelly as 
anadian High Commissioner to Eire was 
announced by the Canadian Government in 
December, 1939, and followed the appoint- 
ment of Mr. J. J. Hearne as Eire High Com- 
missioner to Canada 

Mr. Kelly's funeral will take place from 
the Pro-Cathedral, Dublin, to a temporary 
vault at Glasnevin Cemetery to-morrow morn- 
ing. After the war Mr. Kelly’s remains 
will be taken back to Canada. 

Dublin Rotary Club yesterday passed a 
vote of condolence with Mr. Kelly's relatives.

SERIOUS ASSAULT ON A 
CIVIC GUARD 


AA. 


Three young men were found guilty in the 
Dublin Circuit Criminal Court, before Judge 
Shannon, of having caused grevious bodil 
harm to Guard Patrick Mayock at Parne 
street, Dublin, on February 5th, and were 
put back for sentence. 

They were: James Burke, of George’s 
place; Kevin Brown, aged 20, of Avondale 
House, Cumberland street, and James J. 
Burke, 8 18, of Gardiner street. 

Mr. lurnaghan, opening the case 
for “Os, e said that the case was 
a very serious one. A uniformed Civic 
546 unarmed except for his baton, was 
set upon by three men and brutally assaulted 
with knives, bottles and with what was appa- 
rently a knuckleduster The Guard was 
attacked in the presence of a crowd of 
people, not om of wanm raised a hand to 
save him. Their attitude was a poor compli- 
ment to the citizens of Dublin. A Guard 
was brutally attacked when he was carrying 
out his duty, and if acts of this kind were 
to continue there would be an end to all law 
and order in the country. 


GUARD'S EVIDENCE 


Guard Mayock, in evidence, said that he 
was still on sick leave. Ile was on duty in 
Parnell street on 5th February when he 
heard the accused men using loud and 
obscene language on the pavement outside 
a fish and chip shop. He told them to move 
on and two of them walked away. James J. 
Burke said that he wanted to Im. chips and 
Burke 
replied that he would get them when he. 
chose. Guard Mayock said that, he went up 
to him and told him to move on and Burke 
struck him on the e exe with what seemed to 
be a knuckleduster. The Guard then arrested 
him and the other two men came back and 
attacked him. They beat him about the face 
until he was compelled to release his hold on 
James J. Burke. The three men then ran 
ná the street and ‘he followed them into 
riborough street, where a crowd had 
athered. As he approached, James J. 
urke ran at him with a knife. 
The Guard drew his baton and struck him 
on the arm. The other two then came for- 
ward with bottles in their hands. He ran 
at them and chased them up the street. As 
he was about to catch Brown he was tripped, 
and when he fell on the ground the oped, | 
men proceeded to kick him. One of them 
wrenched the baton from his hand, breaking 
his thumb. The Guard held. on to the rail- 
ings exhausted, and was subsequently assisted 
to O'Connell street and taken by a passing 
motorist to Jervis Street Hospital, where he 
was detained. 
The right side of his face, he told the 
Court, was still numb and he had not yet 
recovered the use of his thumb. 
Dr. Holmes, House surgeon at Jervis 
Street Hospital, said that the Guard when 
admitted had a wound under his eye which
